The California Fruit Growers 
Exchange has announced that 
$497,989 will be distributed this 
month to Sunkist associations in 
refunds on the past season’s mar¬ 
keting cost. This amount repre¬ 
sents the difference between the 
normal retain of 7'a cents per 
box set at the start of the sea¬ 
son and the actual marketing 
costs. These refunds are either 
passed on directly to the growers 
or used by the associations to 
lower operating costs. 

In addition, $12,082 was paid 
in August as dividents to asso¬ 
ciations under the Association 
Blanket Compensation Policy, and 
approximately $30,000 will shortly 
be disbursed directly to growers 
as savings under the Growers’ 
Blanket Policy. The Fruit Grow¬ 
ers Supply Company will make 
refunds to member associations 
of at least one-half million dol¬ 
lars at the end of its fiscal year. 

L. D. Savage, European repre¬ 
sentative of the Exchange, re¬ 
cently returned from London, re¬ 
ported increased sales of Sunkist 
oranges and grapefruit in Great 
Britain, Scandinavian countries 
and France, but less bu.siness in 
Germany during the past year. 
Increasing competition in Euro¬ 
pean markets from South Africa, 
Brazil, and Palestine was re¬ 
ported by Savage.

County enforcement officers 
who, in the past, have winked at 
gambling halls, slot machine op¬ 
eration and other activities illegal 
in California must change their 
tactics as a result of the No¬ 
vember 6 election. 

Proposition No. 4, a constitu¬ 
tional amendment adopted by the 
voters, makes county sheriffs and 
district attorneys answer to the 
State attorney general. 

If county authorities are not 
enforcing the law properly, it be¬ 
comes the power and duty of the 
attorney general to step in and 
see that conditions are changed. 
He will have all tne power of a 
district attorney in that respect. 

Under provisions of the new 
amendment, Attorney General U. 
S. Webb became one of the most 
powerful officials in the State. 
His salary will be raised from 
$6000 to $11,000 annually, and he 
will have supervisorial power 
over all law enforcement agen¬ 
cies. 

Webb, in fact, will become the 
chief law officer in the State. 
Not only must laws be enforced 
properly, but they must be en¬ 
forced uniformly. It will be his 
duty to see that enforcement 
agencies are not slipshod in their 
methods. 

The amendment was adopted 
to strengthen criminal laws and 
make their enforcement more ef¬ 
fective. Laxity of enforcement in 
the past has been reflected by 
the presence of open gambling 
in some counties, particularly in 
outlying districts; operating of 
illegal racing tracks, and wide 
distribution of slot machines.

“I’d be willing to stake my rep¬ 
utation on the fact that both of 
these Jobs were done by Chauncey 
Johnson," he said. "I know his 

methods like a book and I don’t 
know another man In the United 
States who could hare pulled them 
off as neatly as Johnson.” 

Kelly had been In the United 
States secret service and had also 
been chief of detectives In Phila¬ 
delphia, but at that time was in the 
employ of tho houses In the flnan- 
clal district. 

He acted, as he often said, as a 
“preventive.” 

The bank crooks knew that he 
was on the Job there, and as a con¬ 
sequence tliey gave that section a 
pretty wide berth.

CROXSONS TO SPEND FOUR 
YEARS AT COULIE DAM 


Record attendance of fruit 
growers and farmers from South¬ 
ern California is expected at the 
67th Fruit Growers and Farmers 
Convention, scheduled for the 
Mission Inn at Riverside, De¬ 
cember 18, 19 and 20th. 

The program, arranged by Di¬ 
rector Brook of the California 
State Department of Agriculture, 
includes National figures, most of 
them men in charge of State or 
Federal projects while almost 
every subject that has anything 
to do with governmental and 
cooperative regulation of agri¬ 
culture will be discussed. All 
sessions are open to the public 
and there will be frequent op¬ 
portunities for growers and 
others to question speakers. 

Such topics as the A.A.A., Ag¬ 
ricultural Credit, Federal Sub¬ 
sistence Homesteads, Rural Re¬ 
habilitation by S.E.R.A., Prorate 
Commission, Fruit and Vegetable 
Standardization, Future Needs of 
Agrriculture and many others are 
listed in the program which is 
sure to interest everyone. 


Eastern demand for Southern 
California's popular calavos and

To supply this and 
other local demand, the Calavo 
Grov/ers of California announces 
that it packed 1,000,000 pounds 
of fruit last month alone. This 
tonnage equaled nearly one-third 
of last season’s total crop, and 
was double the entire 1930 ton¬ 
nage. “Sales during the last 
month in many eastern cities 
were from eight to nine times 
their highest previous records,” 
states Manager George B. Hodg¬ 
kin of the growers’ cooperative. 
“Thi.s eastern demand increase is 
due largely to the recent opening 
of a consumer-advertising pro¬ 
gram in those cities, where avo¬ 
cados were practically unknown.”
